 PROJECT DESCRIPTION 
  
 Darling International, Inc. recycles meat scraps, bones, and offal from meat processing 

plants into feedstuff for live stock and technical grade animal fats and vegetable oils.  Darling 
International, Inc. proposes to install a groundwater well on their facility, and to discharge 
wastewater generated during development and pumping test to the storm drain. 

 
 VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE 
 
 Darling International, Inc. will discharge up to 1.0 million gallons per day of wastewater. 

Wastewater will first be collected in a 23,000-gallon Baker tank to settle the sediments, then 
transferred to two or more settling tanks, prior to discharge.  The wastewater from the final 
settling tank will be discharged through an existing storm drain located at Outfall No. 1 
(Latitude 34° 00’ 53”, Longitude 118° 13’ 28”) and will flow to the Los Angeles River, a 
water of the United States.  See Figures 1 and 2 for the site location and flow diagram. 

 
 FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE 
 
 The discharge will be intermittent and will begin in late April 2001. 

 
REUSE OF WATER 
 
There are no feasible reuse options for the discharge.
